It gives them someone to look 
up to and to learn from and it keeps 

eir interest in the sport alive. 

Clubs can encourage this idolisation 
by organising groups of juniors to 
watch the senior matches and by 
having someone pointing out the 
players to them. 

e seniors can also help; by trying 
to be present at junior games and by 
meeting the youngsters in the dressing 
rooms. : 

At my club, Polonia, our ex- 
perienced Polish players help coach 
our juniors and this system could be 
extended.

But this is only one way of improving 
and glamorising junior soccer. 


Train with stars 


Everything a club has to offer should 
be given to the juniors, and their 
training sessions should be held at the 
same time as those of the seniors.

Juniors must have pride in their 
clubs and they must be surrounded 
with a certain amount of glamor so 
they have something to strive for. 

Club blazers and club bags, for 
example would help a lot. The boys 
would be proud to be seen in their club 
colors and they could boast about the 
great team they play for. 


Raise standard 


Clubs may argue that they haven't 
the money for this type of promotion 
but I’m sure parents would be glad to 


help. 

ven more glamor would be 
provided by a system of promotion and 
relegation within junior ranks. 

The junior set-up could be the same 
as our senior framework with a State 
League, a first division, a second 
division and so on. 

This would provide players with a 
continuous goal. 

Also, senior teams in State League 
should not be restricted to.the same 14 
or 15 players every week, If a 
youn ster plays well in the reserves, 

should be promoted to the first 
team. 

This will give the younger players an 
incentive and will raise the standard of 
the senior team because players will 
be fighting harder to keep their places. 

When they played against us a while 
ago, South Melbourne Hellas fielded a 
youngster called Jimmy Daperis. 

He showed tons of skill and is a great 
prospect. The club must be 
congratulated on giving him a chance 
and other clubs should do likewise.

1 believe dribbling should be 
taught to youngsters as much as 
possible. 


It is easier to discourage a boy from 
dribbling than it is to teach him. 

In top soccer dribbling is a necessar 
evil but it can also be of tactical ad- 
vantage. In junior soccer, youngsters 
must not be restricted. 

Dribbling is necessary to hold the 
ball when your team mates are not ina 
Festtion to pass to. It is also used to 

eat a defender and draw out another 
one, to give a team mate less op- 
position near goal. 

Dribbling depends largely on the 
individual because not all pavers are 
born to be dribblers. Dribbling is the 
highest of the skills that depend on 
individualism. 

The good dribbler uses his talent 
instinctively, without even thinking 
about his opponent. To become this 
accomplished you must practice 
continuously. 

Some great players have specialised 
in certain types of dribbling and have 
become so great at it that Huta could 
beat any. opponent although that op- 
ponent knew in advance what the 
player was going to do. 

Garrincha of Brazil always feinted to 
the left and then went to the right. 
Spain’s Gento based his dribbling skill 
on speed. Both were rarely beaten. 

The best example of an instinctive 
dribbler was the great Stanley Mat- 
thews of England. 

Good dribblers in Victorian State 
League soccer are Tommy McColl of 
Juventus, Branko Buljevic of Foot- 
scray J.U.S.T. and Steve: Bleskany of 
Melbourne. 


Use opponents 


McColl has great ball control and 
dribbling comes automatically to him. 
Buljevic too, has fine ball control but 
he tends to keep his head down and so 
cannot fully command a situation. 

Bleskany is’ capable of beating 
anyone with his body swerves. 

When teaching boys to dribble, 
equipment like stumps and poles are 
not so effective because they give no 
reaction. They are useful mainly to 
teach the fundamentals. 

The best success is achieved by using 
st sal la 

n the earliest stages, everything 
should be explained in detail in a 
standing position. It is important not to 
get complicated. 

When the boys have mastered the 
fundamentals, they are ready to learn 
with a slowly moving ball, whose speed 
is then increased gradually. 

A long period of time should be spent 

- at about half pace.

Next comes the introduction of a 
shadow opponent to encourage drib- 
bling, not to destroy it. 

Players should then be given time to 
practice in. pairs, facing game 
situations, with one trying to stop the 
other. When the opponent wins the ball, 
he then becomes the dribbler. 

Opponents should be changed 
regula ly because different players 
have different reactions to various 
situations. 

By foing this, the boys must continue 

adapting to the different reactions of 
given opponents. 
“ Te learn as much as possible in a 
game situation, it is necessary to give 
he players exercises in which they are 
forced to dribble. 

As they become more experienced 
they are able to choose the right type of 
dribbling for each different situation. 

The premature use -of maximum 
speed and power destroys the fine ball 
feeling necessary to be a good dribbler 
and will make the players forget to 
control the ball. 

After having practised one against 
one, with rotating opponents, we 
progress to a two against one situation. 

In this exercise a player facing two 
‘opponents is forced to dribble. He also 
learns to open up because he is always 
trying to lose his opponents. 

Because dribbling is a very tiring 
exercise, the coach must give his 

layers a chance to relax. During the 

reaks, he has time to correct in- 
dividual weaknesses. 

After the two against one exercise we 
progress to game situations like 3 v. 2, 
4v.2,5v.3and soon.
